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Lebanese Realities Unfold 
L A F F - A - D A Y 


Th# government of Lebanon ha* com­ 
plained with tome bitterness that the Uni- 
tad Nations observation group has turned 
In a report full of “inconsulsive or mislead­ 
ing or unwarranted ’ statements about the 
extent of foreign intervention in the Leb­ 
anese civil war. Bitterness seems to be 
warranted. 
The report did not deny that there wa* 
infiltration but belittled its extent. Ad­ 
mitting that the rebels had permitted it to 
visit only a few areas, the group neverthe­ 
less concluded that the extent of infiltration 
by men and a r rn s is small and m i g h t 
be accounted for by the nomadic character 
of people living along the Syrian - Leban­ 
ese border. 
One fact, however, is not disputed Th# 
United A’•ab Republic of President Nasser- 
through its Cairo and Damascus radios, 
has daily called on the Arabs of Lebanon 
to rise up and overthrow their government. 
This is a significant part of the w hole pic­ 
ture and should be of serious concern to 
the UN. But. precisely because it was un­ 
disputed, the observation group was not 
asked to look into it. 


Another factor which the group s report 
seemed to ignore was the quality of arms 
captured from rebels. Weapons included 
heavy mortars and other equipment which 
cannot be bought from firearms deal­ 
ers but only from governments. F r o m 
which governments does the UN think the 
leblcs got such arms? The report doesn t 
sav. 
Nor does the report consider Nasser's 
record fie has used the same method of 
operation against Jordan, and his agents 
have been deported from Arab countries 
for 
intrigues 
and 
plots 
against 
those 
governments. 
The use of radio incitement, internal in­ 
trigue by foreign agents, and convert aid 
to rebels in an effort to overthrow a legi­ 
timate government is nothing new in this 
country. But the enforced incorporation of 
Lebanon into the United Arab Republic of 
Egypt and Syria might bring a major war 
to the Middle East. 
Many observers doubt that the UN can 
restore peace by ignoring the realities of 
the situation.

U. S foreign policy affected the Middle 
East had been so undermined by the on­ 
rush of events that drastic revision was in­ 
evitable before the shooting started in Le­ 
banon and Iraq. 
U. S policy was based on maintenance 
of the status quo by pledging assistance 
against o u t s i d e communist aggression. 
The status quo has now been irretrievably 
shattered. The situation is one of unreliev­ 
ed disaster for the West. 
The Middle East has been slipping out 
of the 
Western 
sphere 
of influence 
ever since Britain began disengaging her­ 
self from that area m ort than a decade 
ago, and th# process has been accompan­ 
ied by a series of violent eruptions. 
The Arab-Jsrati War. the revolution in 
Egypt, oil expropriation in Iran, the sei­ 
sure of the Suez Canal and the abortive in­ 
vasion of Sues, the attempted overthrow 
of King Hussein of Jordan — these have 
been some of its more violent manifest-a- 
tions. 
Russia is in Middle Eastern affairs up to 
her neck. Egypt, Syria and Yemen have 


joined Nasser s United A r a b Republic. 
Iraq and Jordan also federated, partly in 
the hope of maintaining* independence of 
Nasser and of Russia. 
The West s policies in the Middle East 
were based largely on the assumption that 
Western willingness to use military force 
against aggression from without — aggres­ 
sion by international communism — w a s 
enough. What happened, instead, was a 
series of subversive movements from with­ 
in the Middle Eastern countries, openly fo­ 
mented and covertly aided from without. 
This is one of the decisive moments in 
history when the old answers are no long­ 
er good enough. The free world must deal 
with the situation as it exists whatever the 
military risks.
